as any bote could tumble in, &ſo was the whole leuill ofthe 
Marſhes betwixtit and Norwich. 4». Do. 1000. or therea- 
bouts(as I haue ſcrapt outof wormeaten Parchment; and in 
the Raigne of Cann, hee that dyed drunke at Lambeth 
or Lome-hith , ſomewhat before, or ſomewhat after, not 
a prenticeſhip of yeares varying : Capt extalit vals , the 
ſands ſet vp ſhop tor themſelucs, and from that moment to 
this ſextine centurie (or let me not be taken with a lye, fiuc 
hundred nintie eight, that wants but a pairc of years 
make me atrue man) they would no more liue ynder the 
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yoke of the Sea , or hauethcir heads waſh with his bubbly 
[pume or Barbers balderdaſh, bur clearely quitted, difter-| 
minated andrclegated themlclues from his inflated Capri. 
ciouſneſle of playtag the Dictator ouer tacm, — + \ 
The Northerae winde was the clanging trumpetter, \, 
who with the terrible blaſt of histhroate , in one yealloiy 
heape or plumpe clultred or congeſted them togither, euen 
asthe Welterne gales in Holland right over againlt them, 
haue wrought voruly hauocke, we threſht and {wept the 
ſandes ſo before them, that they haue choakt or clamd vp 
the middle walke or dore of the Rhene , and made ic as {ta- 
ble a clod-mould,or turffe ground, as any hedger can driue 
ſtake in, Caltter rwo mile diltart from this new Yarmouth 
we intreate of, is 1nſcribedto be.that olde Yarmouth, wher- 
of thh2re are ſpecialticsto be feenc inthe oldelt writers , and 
yet ſome viſible apparant tokens remaine ofa hauenthiat ran 
= to1t, and therc had his entrance intothe ſea, by aged Fi- 
ermen commonly tearmed Gr:bs Hawen ) though now it 
be graueld vp,andthe {treame or tyde-gate tried another 
 way.Butthis is molt warrantable, the Alpha of all the Yar- 
mouths it was, & notthe Omega correſpondently, & fro her 
withered roote they branch the high aſcent oftheir genea- 
logic. Onmiumrerum viciſuudo eſt, ones falling ,isanothers 
- rifing, and fofell jt out with that ruind Dorpe'or hamlet, 
whichafterit had relapltintothe Lordes handesfor want of 
reparations, andthere were not menenoughin itto defend 
the ſhore from inuafion, one Cerazcus a Plaſhing Saxon, 
thathad reueld here and there with his batrleaxc, on the 
bordring bankes of the decrepite ouerworne village now 
ſurnamed Gor/foxe threw forth his anchor, and with the af- 
filtance of his ſpeare,in ſtead of apik wa nts agroiid like 
a ſturdie bruite, and his.yeomen bolde- catt their hecles in

holſome and difagrecing withthem,to bo oucrwhart brink 
or verge of the flud, that writ all one ſtite of Cerdicke ſands, 
they diſlodged with bagge and baggage, and there layde 
the foundat3s of a third Yarmouth © nam nulla poteſt abolere | 
vetyſtas, that I hope will holde vp her heaqtill Doomeſday. 
In this Yarmouth as Maſter {amden ſaith, there were ſea- 
uentie innabitants, or houſholders, that payed (cot and lot 
inthe time of Edward the Confeſſor, but a Chronography- 
cal Latine table, which they hauc hanging vp in their Guild 
hall, ofall cheir tranſmutations from their Cradlehoode, in- 
fringerhthisa little, and flatters her, ſhee is a great deale 
yonyer, in afairetext hand texting vnto vs, how in the Scep- 
terdome of Edward the Confeflor , the ſands firtt began to 
growe into fight at a low water, and more ſholder at the 
mouth ofthe ryuer Hirus or Ter , whereupon it was dub- 
bed Iernmouth or Yarmouth, and then there were two 
Channels, one on the North, another on rhe South, where 
throughthe fiſher-men did wander and wauer vp to Nor- 
witch,and divers parts of Suffolke and Norfolke,all the fen- 
nic Lerna berwixt, that with Reede is ſo imbrittled,being 
(as I haue foreſpoke or ſpoken to fore) Iladona, eAmphi- 
trite fAlutuovs demeans orfee fimple,

mile diſtun&t, and diſl»rated, andthough berwixtthe Sea 
and thefalt flud itbe interpoted, yetin noplace aboutit can 
you digge fixc foore deepe, but you ſhall haue aguſhiog 
ſpring of treſh or ſweete water for all vſcs,as apt and accom- 
modate, as Saint Winifrides Well, or Towre-hill water ar 
Londoy, ſo much praiſed and fought after. My Tablesare 
not yet one quarter emptied ot my notes out of their Table, 
which becaule it is,asit were a Sea Rutter diligently kept 
amongſt them trom age to age, of all their ebbs and flowes, 
and winds that blew with or againſt them, Itie my lclte to 
more precilely, and thus itleadethon, | 

Inthe time ot Kiag Herrolde and Wilhamthe Conque- 
our,this ſand of Yarmouth grew to a ſetled lumpe, and was 
as drie asthe ſands of Arabia, ſo that thronging cheaters of 
people (as well Aliens as Engliſhmen) hiued hither about 
the ſelling offiſh and Herring, from Saint Michael to Sainr 
Martin, and there built ſutlers booths and tabernacles, to 
canopie their heads in from the rhewme of the heauens,/or 
the clouds diſſoluing Catarats, King William Rufus hauing 
gotthe Golden wreath about his head, one Herbertus Bi- 
ſhop of the ſea of Norwich, hearing of the gangsof good 
tellowes, that hurtled and buſtled thither,as thicke as it had 
beencto the ſhrine of Saint Thomas a Becket, orour Ladic 
of Wallingham, builded a certaine Chappell there forthe 
{eruice of God,and ſaluation of foules, 

Inthe raigne of King Herr the filt, King Stexen, King 
Hemnriethe ſecond , and Richard de corde Lyon, the apoſta- 
cie of the ſands from the yalping world was ſo great, that 
tacy ioyndrhemſelues to the maine land of Ealiflege, and 
whole tribes of males and females, trotted bargd itthither 
to build and enhabite, whichthe ſaide Kinges whiles they 
weilded their ſ\vordstemporall animaduertiſedof, afſigned 
aruleror goucrnour ouer them, that was called the Kings 
prouoſt, and that manner of prouoſtſhip or gotternment re- 
mained in full force and yertue all their fowre Throneſhips,

worke, in the ninth yeare of the engirting his annoynted 
browes with the refulyvent Ophir circle, and Anno1209. 
ſetafreſh gloſſe vppon it, of the towne or free burrough of 
Yarmouth,and furniſh it with many ſubſtantial priuiledges 
and liberties, to hauc and to holde the fame of him, and his 
race,for fifty fiue pound yearely, In eAnno 7 2 40. itperchr 
vpto be gouernd by balies,andin a narrower limmitte then 
the forty yeares vndermeale ofthe ſeauen ſleepers, it hadſo 
much towe to her diltaffe and was ſo well lined and bumba- 
{ted,rhat in aſea battell her ſhippes and nien conflitedthe 
cinque ports.and therein fo laid aboutthem,that they burnt, 
rooke, and ſpoyled the moſt of them, whereof ſuch ofthem 
as were ſure flights, (fauing areuerence of their manhoods) 
ranne crying and complayning to King Henry the ſecond, 
who with the aduice of his counſaile,ſer a fine of athoutand 
pound on the Yarmouth mens heads for that offence,which 
fine inthe tenth of his reigne hee diſpenc't with and pardo- 
ned, 

Edward the firf?, 2nd Edward the ſecond likewiſe, ler 
them lacke for nopriuiledges, changing it from a burrough

Henrythethirdinthe forticth of nis e npery cheard vp their 


blouds with two charters more,and in e£mo 7262. and for- 
ty five of his courte keeping,hee permitted them to wall in 
their towne and moate it about with a broade ditch, and to 
haue a priſon or jaile init. Inche {windge of his trident hee 
conſtituted rwo Lord admirals ouer the whole nauy of Eng- 
land, which he diſpoſed in tiyo partes, the one to beare ſway 
from the thames mouth Northwarde, called the Northren 
nauy, the otherto ſhape his courle from the thames mouth 
tothe weltwarde termed the welterne nauy, and oucr this 
northrennauy,for adinirall commiſſionated one Tohn Peer- 


| browne burgeſle of the towne of Yarmouth, and ouer the 


vwelterne nauy one Sir Robert Laburnus knight. 
But Pecrebrowne did not only hold his of ceall the time 
orthat king doeing plauſible ſeruice, but was againe Read- 
mirald by Edward the third and{o died;in thefourteenth of 
whoſe raigne he mette with the french Kinges nauy beeing 
foure-hundred faile, neere tothe hauen of $/uſe, and there 
ſoflictandſlaſhtthem & rore their plancks to mammocks 
eatc,that their beſt mercy 
was fire & water which hath no mercie, and not a vicuclar 
oradrumblerof them hanging|inthe winde aloofe,but was 
rib-roaſted or had ſome ofhis ribbes cruſht with their fton- 
darting engines,no ordinance then becing inuented. This 
Edward the thirde of his propenſhue minde towardes them, 
vnited ro Yarmouth Kirtlcy roade, fromit ſeauen mile va- 
cant,and ſowinginthe furrowes that his predeceſſours had 
entred, hayned the price of their priuiledges & not brought 
them downe one barley kirnell. | 
Richard the ſecond vpon adilcorde twixe Leyſtofe and 


| Yarmouth,after diuerle law-dayes ad arbirrarie mandates 


tothe counties of Suffalke and Nortolke dirccted about it, 
19 proper perſon 1 385,came to Yarmouth and in his parlia- 
mente the ycare cnſuing, confirmed vnto it the liberties of 
Kirtley roade, (the oncly motiue of all their contention) . 
| Hezric 
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Henrie the fifch orthe fifch of the Henries that ruled oucr vs, 
abridged them nor amite of their purchattprerogatiues, but 
ermitted them to builde a bridge ouer their hauen and ay- 
ded and furthered them init. Heory the ſixth, Edward the 
fourth , Henry the ſeauenth and King Henry the eight, with 
his daughters Queene Mary and our Chara dewm /oboles 
uecne Elizabeth, hauc not withred vp their handes in ſig- 
ning and ſubſcribing torherr requeſts, but our virgin reCto- 
reſſe moſt of al, hath ſhoured downe herbounty vpon them, 
oraunting them greater graunts then cucrthey had,beſides 
by-marters of the clarke of the marketſhippe, and many 0- 
ther bencuolences towardes the reparation of their porte, 
This and euery towne hathhis backewinters or froſtes that 
nippeit in the blade(as not the cleareſt ſunne-ſhine buthath - 
his ſhade,and there js atime of ficknes as well as of health). 
The backewinter, the froſte biring,the eclipſe,or ſhade,and 
ſickneſſe of Yarmouth was, a ym ficknefle orplague in it 
_ 1248,of which in one yeare ſeauen thouſand and fifty peo- 
pletoppled vp theirheeles there, The newe building atthe 
weſt ende ofthe Church-was begunne there x 3 20, which 
likethe imperfit workes of kinges colledgein Cambridge, 
or Chriſt-churchin Oxford haue too coſtly large foundati- 
ons to be euer finiſhed, 

Itis thoughtifthe towne had not beene ſo ſcourged and 
eaten vp by that mortality, outof thejrowne puriesthey 
woulde hauc proceeded withit, but nowe they have gone a 
neerer way tothe woode, for with wooden galleries inthe 
Church that they haue,and ſtayry degrees of ſeates in them, 
they make as muchroome to litte and heare, as a newe welt 
end would haue done. 

The length and bredthof Yarmouth I promiſed to ſhew 
you ; hue with you, haue with you : bur firſt looke wiſtly 
vpon the walles, which if you marke, make a ſtrercht ont 


quadrangle withthe hauen. They are in compaſſle from the 
; C3 _ Sourh 
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South cheanes to the North cheanes, two thouſand one 
hundreth and fourcicore yardes. They haue towres vpon 
them fixteene : mounts ynderfonging & enflancking them 
two of olde,nowthree, which haue theirthundring tooles ro 
compell Dezgo Spanyardto ducke, and itrike the winde col- 
licke in his paunchjt he praunce toneerethem,and will nor 
vaile tothe Queene of England, The compaſle about the 
wall of this new mountis ftue hundreth foot, and inthe mca- 
ſure of yards cight {corc and ſeuen, The bredrh ofthe toun- 
dation nine foot : the depth within ground eleuen. The 
hcighth tothe ſetting thereof fifteene foot, and in bredrh at 
the letting of ir, fiue tootthtee inches,and the procerous ſta- 
ture of it (lo embailing and girdling inthis mount) twentic 
foot and fixc inches, Gates tolet in her friends, and ſhur our 
her enemies, Yarmouth hath ten,lanes ſcuenicore: as for her 
{treers,theyare as long as threeſcore ftrects in London, and 
yet they diuide tnem but into three. Voide ground inthe 
towne from the wallestothe houſes, and from the houles to 
| the hauen, is not within the verge of my Geometry. The li- 
| berties of it on the freſh water one way , as namely from 
Yarmouthto $, Toolies in Beckles water, are ten mile, and 
from Yarmouth to Hardlie crofle another way,ten mile,and 
concluſtuely, from Yarmouth to Waybridge in the narrow 
North water tenne mile; in all which foords or eandors : 
none can attache,, arreſt, Ciltreſſe, but thcir officers; and 
ifany drowne themlelues in them, their Crowners fit vpon 
them. | 

I had a crotchet in my head,here to hane gjuen the raines 
to my pen, and run aſtray thorowout all the coaſt townes of 
England, digging vp their dilapidations, and raking out of 
the duſt-heape or charnell houſe oftenebrous eld, the rot- 
teneſt relique of their monuments , and bright ſcoured the 
canker eaten brafle of their firſt bricklayers and founders, & 
commentcd and paralogized ontheir condition inthe pre- 
ſet, & inthe precertenſe , not for anylouc orhatred I beare | 
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them , dutthat I would not be ſaibd, or have ir caſt in my 
dithe, thartheretore Iprayle Yarmeuth ſo rantantingly , be- 
cauleI neuer elſeryhere bayted my hotſe,ortooke iny bowe 
and arrowes and wentto bed. Which leeling ( had I bene 
letalone ) I would haue put to bed with a recumbentibus, 
by vttcring , the beſt that with a ſafe conſcience mought 
be vttred of che beſt, or worlt ofrhem all, and notwithitan- 
ding all at belt, that rongue could {peake, or hart could 
thinke ofchem, they ſhould bate me an ace of Yarmouth, 
Mutch brainetoffing and breaking of my ſcull it colt me, 
but farewell it,and farewelthe Baylies of the Cynqueports, 
whoſe primordiat Gethneliaca, was alſo dropping out of my 
inckhorne, with the ſylueroare of theic barronry by lam 
the Conquerour conueyed ouerthem at that nicke when 
hee firmed and rubricktthe Kentiſhmens gauill kinde of tae 
ſonne to inherite at fifteene,and the felony of the father nor 
to draw afoot of land from the ſonne,& amongſt the ſonnes 
the portion to be equally dittributed; and ifthere were no 
ſonnes, much good doe itthe daughters, forthey were to 
ſhare itafterthe ſame tenurc,and might alienate it how they 
would, either by legacy or bargaine without the conſent of 
the lord. 

To ſhun ſpight, I ſmothered theſe dribblements, & reſrai- | 
ned todeſcant how Wi.zamthe Conquerour hauing heard 
the prouerbe of Kent and Chriſtendome , thought he had 
woonne a countrey as good as all Chriſtendome , when he 
was enfeofed of Kent, for which,to make it furevntohim 
afterhe was entailedtliercunto, nought they askt they nec- 
ded toasketwiſe, itbeing enacted ere the words came out 
of their mouth. Of that profligated labour, yet my breaſt 
pants and labours : 2 whole moneths minde of reuoluing 
meditation, I raucling out thereia' (as raueling out 5 ran

wouen and contexted:) It pitics me,it pities mec,that in cut- 
ting offo faire a diamond as Yarmouth, Ihaue not a casket

pro mirifico ni cum alys conferatur. Cedues ſolſtelle [cynillan- 
tes,ſoli Garrianano cedite rel1qua oppeda velgera ſedunm nanali- 
um ſpecioriſſimo ſed redeo ad vernaculum. | 

All Common wealths aſſume their prenominations of 
their common diuided weale, as where one n1an hath not 
too much riches, and another man too much pouertie : 
Snch was Plztos communitie and Zzcxrg, andthe olde Ro- 
manslawes, of meaſuring out their ficlds, their meads, their

Yarmouthin ptopinquity is asthe buckle to the thong, and 
the next finger tothe thumbe ; notthat it. is fibbe or cater- 
couſins toany miigrel Democyatia,in which one is all,& all is 
one,burthatin her as hey are not al one ſo one ortwo there 
pockets not yp all the peeces, there beeing two hundretly 
in it worth three hundred pounde a peece, with poundage 


and ſhillings tothe lurtched, ſet a ſidethe Bailifes fowre and 


| twentie, and eight and fourtie . Put outmine eye, who can 
g ye, 


with ſuch another bragge of ny Sea rowne within two 


| kundred myle of it, But this common good within it ſelfe,is 


nothing tothe common good it communicats tothe whole 
ate. Shall particularizc vnto you, quib#s vis & mods, how 
and wherein, There is my hand to, I will doe it, and this is 
my exordium. A towne of defence itis to the Counties of 
Suffolke and Notfolke againſt the enemies, (fo acounted 
at the firſt gin of ere liberties) and by the naturall 
ftrengthofthe ſituation'ſo apparant, being both inuironed 
with many ci and now of late by great charge, much 
more fortifiedthen in auncient'times . Allthe Realme it 
profiterh many waies,as by the free Faire oFherring chiefly, 
intained by the fiſher-men of Yarmouth themlelues, by 


the great|plentie of ſalted fiſhthere,not ſo little two yeares 
re hundred thouſand , wherein were imployed 
| about 
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about toureſcore ſaile of barkes of their owne. 

By the furniſhing forthet forty boares for mackerell at 
the ſpring ofthe yeare when allthinges are deareſt, whichis 
a great relicte toall the country thereaboutes , and toone 
_ afterBardemewe-tyde,a hundred andewenty fayle of their 

owne for herrings,andtorty4ayle of other ſhips and barkes 
trading Newe caltle,the lowe countries and other voyages. 
Naoruwitch at her Maiellies comming in progrefiethither, 
preſented her with a ſhew of knitters on a high ltage placed 
tor the nonce, Yarnicuth ifthe like occafis were,could clap 
vp as good afſliewe of netbrayders, or thoſe that haue no 
cloathes to wrappe their hidesin or breade to put intheir 
mouthes, but what they earne and gerby brayding of nets, 
(not ſo little as ewo thouſand pound they yearelydi{perſing 
amongſtthepoore women and children of the country,for 
the ſpinning oftwine to make them with, beſides the labour 
of the enhabitauntes in working them) and for a comodious 
ogrcene place necre the ſeaſhoare to mende and drie them, 
not Sallbury plaine or Newmarket heath(though they haue 
no vicinity or neighbourhoode with the ſca, or ſcarce with 
any ditch or pond of treſhwater)may ouerpeere or out crow 
her,there being aboue fiue thouſand pounds worth ofthem 
atatime vpponher dennesa ſunntug. A conuenient key 
within her hauen ſhee hath, for the delivery of nets and her- 
rings, where you may lie a floate at alowe water; (1 beſcech 
you doe not ſo inthe thames), many ſeruiceable marriners 
and ſeafaring-men ſheetraynethvp( bur of that inthe her- 
ring.) 

The mariſhes and lower grounds lying vpon the three ri- 
uersthat vagary vpto her, (comprehending many thouſand 
acres)by the vigilant preſeruation of their hauen are encrea- 
ſed in value more then halfe, which elſe would be a Meoris 
palus, a meare orlake of Eeles Frogges, and wilde-duckes, 
The citty of Norwitch (as inthe Preludizm heereof I hada 
ewitch at) fares were the worſe for her,nor would fare ſo wel 
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if it were notforthe fiſhe of all ſorres that ſhee cloyeth her 
with,andrhe felowſhip oftheir hauen into which their three 
rivers infuſe theniſelues,and through which their goods and 
merchandiſe from beyonde ſeas are keeled vp with ſmall 
colt to their yery threſholds, andto many good townes on 
this ſide,and beyond, I woulde be lothto builde alaborinth 
inthc Fry RNs of my booke, for you to looſe your ſelues 
in,and therefore I ſhred ofmany thinges, we will but caſt 0- 
uerthe bill ofher charge, andtalke a worde or two of her 
buildings, and breake yp and 80 to breakefalt with the red 
herring. The hauen hath coſt in theſe laſt 28. yeares, fixe 
and twenty thouſand two hundred and fixe and fifty pounde 
fourc ſhillinges and fiue pence. Forrification and poulder 
fincee-£wn9 7547. two thoufand markes, the ſea-ſeruicein 
eAmo 1588, cight hundreth poundes, the Portingale voy- 
age athouſand pound,the voyage to Cales as _ 

' Ithathloſt bythe Dunkerkers a thouſand pound, by the 
Frenchmen three thouſand, by Wafting eight hundred, by 
the Spaniardes and other loſſes not rated, at the leaſt three 
thouſand more . The continuall charge ofthe Towne in 
maintenance oftheir Hauen, fiue hundred pounds a yeare, 
Omnibus anni for euer, the teefarme ofthe Towne fiftic fiue 
pound,and five pound aycare aboue for Kirtley Roade.The 
continuall charge of the bridge ouer the hauen, their walls, 
and anumberofother odde reckonings we deale not with, 
towards all which they haue not in certaine reuenewes a- 
oue fiftie orthree-{core poundsa yeare, and that is in hou- 
s. The yearely charge towards the prouiſion of fiſhe for

| Pilchards otherwiſe called Frmados, taken on the ſhore of 
Cornewall, from July ro Noucmber, bee fo faleable asthey 
arein Fraunce, Spaine and Italy, (which arc but countefets 
, tothe red Herring as Copper toGolde, or Ockamie to fil- 
uer, much|more,there elbows itch for ioy,vhenthey meete 
withthe true Golde, the true red Herring itſelfe . Notrue 
flying fiſhbur he, ox ifthere be,rhattiſhneuer flies but when

and the Sepulcher, Palmers or Pilgrims, becaulc heeisfo 
portable fill their Scrips with them, yea no diſpraiſe tothe 
bloud of the Orramans, the Nabachedoneſor of Conltantino- 
ple, and Giantly eLnters that neuer yawneth norneezeth 
but he affrighteth the whole earth, gormandizing nuncheth 
him vp for imperiall dainties, and will not ſpare his Idol A/a- 
hbomet abit with him,no not though it would fetch him from 
heauen fortie yeares beforc histime, whence with his Doue 
that he taught ropecke Barley our of his care, and broughe

WhilesI am ſhuffling and cutting with theſe long coated 
Turkes, would any antiquarie would explicate vnto mee 
this remblereor quidditic , whetherthoſe Twrbaxto grout- 
heads, that hang all nien by the throates on Iron hookes, c- 
uenas our Toers hang all there Herrings by the throates 

on wodden pits, firlt learnd it of our Herring men, or our 

herringmen ofthem. Why the Alcheronſhip of that Belza- 

bub of Saracens,R hinoceros Zelims atorclaid, ſhould ſomuch 

delight inthis ſhinie animall I cannot gelle, except hee had 
a deſireto imitate Hides in eating of gold, or Diompue in 

itripping of Ipiter out ofhis golden Coare; and toſhoote 

my fooles boltamong(t you, that fable of Midas eating gold 

had no other ſhadow or inclufiue pith int, but he was of a 


queaſie tomacke, and nothing hee couldefancie, bur this 


newe found guilded fifh;-which Bacchws at his requeſt gaue 


him, (though it were not knowne here two thouſand yeare 
F 4. after 
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after, forit wasthe dclicates ofthe gods,& no mortall foode 
til of late yeares ) A54as vnexperier.{t ofthe nature of it,(for 
he was a foole that had aſſes cares) ſnapt itvp at one blow,8: 
becauſe inthe boyling or ſeathing oft in his many, he felt ir 
commotion alittle and vpbraide him, he thought he had ea- 
ren golde in deede, and thereupon directed his Orizons to. 
Bacchus afreſh, to helpe it out of his crop againe , and haue 
mercy vpon him and recouerhim, hee propenhue inclining 
to Midas deuotion in euery thing, inlieuof the friendly hoſ- 
pitalities, drunken Ser his companion found at his hd 
when he ſtrayed fromhim , bad him but goe waſh himſelfe 
intheriuer Paobe, that is, goe waſh it downe ſoundly with 
flowing cups of Wine and he ſhould be as well as cuerhee 


was. By the turning of the riner Paolus into golde, afterhe 


hadren'& and clarified himſclfe in it (which is the cloſe of 
the fition) is ſignified that in regard ofthatbleſſed operati- 
on ofthe iuice ofthe grape in him, from that day forth in no- 
thing but golden cups he would drinke or quatfe jt, whereas 
in wodden Mazers, and Agathocles earthen fuffe, they tril- 
lid it off before, and that was the firſt time that any golden 
cups wervſed. ; ; 

Follow this tract in expounding the talc of Djoniſrus and 


Tvpiter, and you cannot gne amiſſe. Noſuch Jupiter, noſuch 


goiden coated mage wasthere : but it was a plaine golden 
coated red herring without welt or garde, whome forthe 
{trangenes of it (they hauing neuer beheld a bealt of that 
hue before )in their temples inſhrinedfor a God, and in ſo- 
much as [zpiter had ſhewed the ſuch ſlippery pranckesmore 
then once or twiſe, in ſhifting himſclfe into ſundry ſhapes, 
and raynin : himſelfe downe in golde into a womans lappe, 
they thought this too might be a rricke of youth inhim, to 
alter himſelfe into the forme of this golden Scab-ger, or red 
herring. And therefore asto Inpiter they fell downe on their 
marybones, & lift yp their hay-cromes vnto him;Now king 
Diorifu being a good wile-fellow, for he was afterwards a 
[choolemalter, & had plaid the coatchmanto Plaro & ſpitin 
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Ariſtippus the Philoſophers facemany a time and 
oft, no ſoonerenrred their t&ple, &ſaw him fit vnder 
his Canopie ſo budgely with a whole Goldſmiths 
{tall of iewelles and rich offerings at his feete,, butts 
him he ſtepe, and pluckt himfrom his ſtate with a 
wennion, then drawing out his knife moſt iracundi- 
ouſly, ar one whiske Jopt off his head , andftripe him 
out of his golden de.ny or mandillion, and flead him, 
and thruſt him downe his pudding houſe at a gobbe : 
yet long it proſpered not with him, (ſo revengefull a 
1uſt lupiter is the red Herring)for as he tare himfrom 
his throne, and vacaſed him of his habilimenrs, fo in 
| ſmal denolution of yeres, from his throne was he tha- 
ced, and cleane ſtript out of his royalty, & glad to go 
play the Schoo!emaiſter at Corinth, and rake a rodde 
in his hand for his ſcepter, and horne-booke Pigmeis 
for his ſubicRs, ideft, (as I mtimated ſome dozen lines 
before) ofa; tyrant to become a frowning pedatit or 
{choolemaiſter. RN FRIDAY ECANTN 
Many of you haue read theſe ſtories, and coulde 
ncuer picke out any {uch ri > no more woulde 
| you of the Iſmac! Perſians Haly, or Iforins Alk, they 
worſhip, whoſe true etimologie is , 90rtuwm halec, a 
dead red herring, and noother , though by corruptt- 
on of ſpeech, they falſe dialeft and miſſe-found it.

Venas,for Hero was her prieſt, and Inno 
Lacina the midwites goddeſle,for ſhe was now quick= 
ned, and caſt away by the cruelty ofe/£olvs , rooke 
bread and ſalt and cate it,thatthey would bee {martlie 
reuenged on that truculent windy iailour, and they 
forgot it not,for Venus made his ſonne and his daughe 
ter to committe inceſt rogether . Lucina, that there 
mightbee ſome laſting characters of his ſhame, helpe 
to bring herto bedde ofa yoodly boy, and e/£olus 
boulting out al chis, heapt murder vppon mucder. 
The dinr of deſtiny could not be repeald inthe re- 
viuing of Hero & Leander, but their heauenly hoods 
m theyr ſynode thus decreede, that for they were ci- 
ther of them ſeaborderers and drowned in the ſea, ſtil 
tothe ſea they muſt belong, and bee diuided in ha« 
bitarion after death, as they were in their life 
time. Zeander, for that in acold darke teſtie night he 
had his paſport to Charen, they terminated ts the vn= 
quiet cold coaſt of Ifſeland , where halfe the. yeare is 
nothing bue murke nighr, and totharfitheranſlated 
him,which of vs is termed Ling, Hero, for that ſhe was 
pagled and timpanized, and ſuſtained two loſſesvne 
der one,they footebald their heades togither, & pro- 
teſted ro make the {tem of her loynes of all aſhes the 
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Cadwallader Herring,andas their meetings were but 
Teldome, and not fo oft as welcome, ſo but ſeldome 
ſhould they meete in the heele of the weeke at the 
beſt mens tables, vppon Fridayes and Satterdayes,the 
holy time of Lent excwpred, and then they might be 
at meate and meale for ſcuen weekes togither. 

The nurſe or mother Mampudding that was a cow-

a withered wrinklefaced beldam as ſhe was, that was 
altred thereinto.Louing Hero, how euer altered, had 
a {mack of louc (til, & therfore to the coaſt ofloving - 


land 
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land (to Yarmouth neerc adioyning, & within her 
l:bertics of Kirtley roade) ſhe accuſtomed to come in 
Dlgridnags euery yeare,but contentions arifing there, 
and (hee remembring the euent of the contentions 
betwixt Seſtos and Abides, that wrought both Le- 
anders death and hers, ſhunneth it oft late, and retircth 
more northwards,ſo the ſhunneth vnquict Humber, 
becauſe E/ſtred was drownd there, and the Scots Seas, 
as betore, & cuery other ſea where any bloud hath bin 
ſpilr,for her owne ſeas ſake, that ſpilt her {weete 

ſweete hearts bloud and hers. | 
Whippet, turne toa new leſlon,and ſtrike wee vp 
Iohn for the King , or tell howe the Herring ſcram- 
bled ypto be King of all fiſhes. So it fel ypona time 
and tide , thoughnot vppen a holiday, a. faulco- 
ner bringing ouer certaine hawkes our of Jreland, 
and airing there aboue hatches on ſhip-boord,and gi-

good fooles, and gather ſtrawes to build their neſts, 
or tal to theyr old trade of picking wormes. In ſum, 
to the water foules vnanimately they recourſe, and 
beſought Ducke, and Drake, Swanne and Goole 
Halcions & Seapies,Cormorants & Sea-gult oftheir 
II aydeful furtherance in this ation.

of them, thought it meete to prouide for themſclues 
berime, and eleR aking amongſt them chat might 
derainethem to battaile, and vader whoſe colour? 
they might march againſt theſe budes of a feather, | 


rn had ſo colleagued themſelues togither to deſtroy 
them. | 

| Who thisking ſhould bee, beſhackled theyr 
wits,and layd thema dry ground euery one, No ra- 
uening fiſhthey would putte in armes, for feare 
after he had cuerted their foes,and fleſht himſelfe in 
naw; for interchange of diet, hee woulde rauen vp 
them. 

Some politique delegatory Scipio, or witty pated 
Petiro, yiew CT. heire of 7 Sd. epbereſo, Viſſer

Whic h had che 
worſt end of the ſtaffe in that ſea journey or canua- 
Zado, or whether ſome fowler with hisners(as this 
hoſt of fethermungers were getting vp to ride dou- 
ble)inuolued or intangled them, or the water foules 
playdethem falſe (as there is no more loue betwixe 
them, then berwix:t ſaylers and land fouldiours) and 
threw them off their backs, and lettethem drowne 
when they were launched intorhe deepe, I leaueto 
ſome Alfonſus) Poggins ore/£/ope to vawrap,for my 
penne is tired init: but this is notortous, the Herring 
from that tinye to this, hath gone with an army, and

Itis to bee read, or tobee heard of, howe inthe 
Punieſhip or nonage of Cerdicke ſandes, when the 
beſt houſes and walles there were of mudde or can- 
uaze,or Poldauies entiltments, ' aFiſhermanof Yar- 
mouth having drawne ſo wany herrings hee wiſt nor 
whar to do withall,hung the re{tdue that he could not 
ſel nor ſped, inthe ſooty roofe of his ſhada dryingzor 
fay thus, his ſhad was a acbbinet in decizmo ſexto, buil- 
ded on feure crutches, and hee had no toome in it,but 
that garret or Exceſs to lodge them, where if they 
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weredrie, letthem bee drie , for in the ſea they had 
drunke too much,and now hee would force them doo 

penauce for it. | 
The weather was colde, and good fires hee kepr, 
(as fiſhermen, whar hardneff, e ſocuer they cn. 
durcat ſea, they will make all ſmoake, but they 
will make amendes for it when they come to 
947 x8 what with his fiering and ſmoking, or ſmo= 
kie firing in that his narrow lobby ,his herriwgs which 
were as white as whales bone when hee hung them 
vp,nowe lookt asred asalobſter. It was foure or five 
dayes before either hee or his wife efpiedir, & when

The King was ax fupers- 
ſtitious in worſhipping thofe miraculous herthgs as 
the fiſherman, licenced him to carry the vp & down? 
the realme for ſtrange wonſters, gining to Cerdcl 
ſands (the birth place of ſuch monſtrefities) many 
priuileges,andin that the quantitie of themthat were 
caught ſo encreafed, he aſsignedabroken fluce inthe 
Iland of yr » Called Herring Fleete , where 
they ſhoulde daburden and diſcharge their boates of 
them, andrender him cuſtome. Our Herring ſmoker 
having wern his monſters ſtale throughout England, | 
fpirtedouer ſeas to Rome with a Pedlers packe of the "| 
inthe Papall chaire of J3gi/ime, he that firſt inſtituted 4} 
Saints ecucsor Vigilsto be faſted. By that time hee | ui 
came thither, he had but three of his Herrings left, for y 
by the way hefell into the theeuiſh-hands of malcon- 41 
tents, and of launceknights, ef whom he was notonly Fl 
robbed of all hiszmony, but was faine to redeeme his u 
life beſides with the better parte of hisambry of bur- "A 
niſhe fiſhes | 
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till his armies aked againe, tomake them glowe and 
glarc hke a Turkic brooch , ora London Vintners 
gne,thicke iagged, and gw a fringed, with theam- 
ing Arſadine, and folding them ina diaper napkin 
as lilly white as a Ladies marrying ſmocke, rothe mar- 
ket ſteade of Rome he was {ob boldasto prefer them, 
and there on a hie (toole, vabraced and ynlaced them, 
to any chapmans cie that woulde buye them . The 
Popes caterer caſting alicorous glaunce that way, af- 
ked what it was he had to ſell} the king of fiſhes hee 
anſwered : the king of fiſhes replied hee, what is the 
price of him? A hundred duckats he rolde him : a hun+ 
dred duckatsqueth the Popes caterer,that is a king! 
rice indeede , it is for no private man to deale wit 
fm : then hee is for mee pile the Fiſherman, and ſs 
vnſheathed his cuttle-bong, and from the nape of 
thenecke to the taile diſmembred him , and paunche 
him yp ata mouthfull.

the Pope frowningly ſhooke him vp like acatte ina 
blanket, and isany man to haue him but I that am 
king of kings,and lord of lords? Go giue him his price 
I commaund thee, and lette mee taſte of him inconti- 
nently. Backe returned the/Catererlike adogge that 
had loſt his taile, and powred downe the herringmer- 
chant his hundred ducars for one of thoſe two of the 
king offiſhes vaſolde, which then he would not take, 
but ſtoode yppontwoo hundred. Thereuppon they 
broke off, the one vrging that he had offered it himſo 
before, and the other, that hee might haue tooke him 
at his proffer,which ſince he refuſed, and now halperd 
with him: as he cate vp thefirſt,ſo would he cate vpp

ple ferchit out of his belly iffrhey could : Hee was as 
good 
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as his word, and had no ſooner ſpoke the worde, 

t he didas he ſpoke. With a heauy hearttothe pal- 
lace the yeoman of the mouth departed, and rehear« 
ſed this ſecond il ſucceſſe,wherwith Peters ſucceſſour 
was ſo in his mulliegrums that he had thoughtto haue 
buffeted him, & curſed him with bell book & candle, 
but he ruled his reaſs,& bade him, thoghitcoſt a mil= 
lion,to let him have that third that reſted behind, and 
hic hum expeditely thither,leſt ſome other ſnatched it 
VP> and as faſt from thence againe , for hee ſwore by 
his triple crowne, no crumme of refeton woulde he 
gnaw ypon, till he had ſweetened his lippes with ie. . 
So faid,ſo done,thither he flew as ſwiftas Mercury: 
and threw him his two hundted ducats,-as hee before 
demaunded. Ir would not fadge, for then the market 
was raiſed ro three C. arid. the Caterer grumbling 
thereat, the faſher ſwayne was forward to fettle him to 
his togles;and tixe ypon it,as on the other two,hadnet 
ke beld his hands,and deſired hym to keep the peace! 
for no mony ſhould part them. 2 with that ſpeech hee 
was Quallified, and purſed the three hundredducars, 
and delivered him the king of falhesy, teaching tiym 
how to geremumble it,lawce it,,.and dreſſeit , anda. 
ſent him away aglatlwarn... All.the Popes .cookes is: 
their white ſleeues and linnenaprons-met himmigdle: 
way, tocntertaine and receyue the king of fiſhes, and 
together by rhe cares they-went , who. ſhoulde farſt 
handle him or touch him:but the clarke of the kichin 
appeaſcd that ſirife , and would admit none buthim 
ſelfe.ro haue the ſcorching and carbonddoing of it, 
and he kiſſed his hand thrice ,and made as many Hume 
bleſſos ere hee woulde finger it+ and ſuch obeylances 
performed,he dreſt it as he was enioyned, kneeling 
on his knes, and mumbling twenty aue Maryes to 
bymſclfc in che facrifizing of iton the coales, that his 
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diligent ſeruice in the broyling and combuſtion of it» 
both to/his king(hip and to his fatherhood mightnor 
feeme Yameritorious. The fire had not per{t ir, bur it 
being a ſweaty loggerhead greafic ſowrer,endugeond 
in his pocket atweluemonth, ſtunk ſo ouer the popes 
pallace, thatnota ſcullion but cryed foh,! and thoſe 
which at the firſt flocked the faſteſt about it,now fled 
the moſt from it, and ſought more to ridttheyr hands 
of it, than beforethey ſoughreo bleſle theyr handes | 
with it. Wyth much ſtopping of theyr noſes, between 
two diſhes they ſtued it, and ſerued it vp. It was not 
come wythin three chambers of the Pope , but he 
ſmeltit, and vpon the ſmelling of it enquiring what - 
it ſhould be that ſentforth ſucha puiſſant perfume, 
the ſtanders by declared thar is was the king of fiſhes:

Though they were double and double weary of 
hym, yet his Edit being a lawe , tothe kitchin they 
returned bim,whither by and by the whole Colledge 
of ſcarlee' Cardinalles, wyth theyr crofiers, theyr cen« 
fors,their hoſts, their Agnws deies and crucifixes,flock- 
ed togither in heapes asit had beene to the con» 
claue or a generall counſaile, and the ſenior Cardinall 
that ſtood next inelcRion to bee Pope, heaved him 
vp from the Drefler with a dirge of Deprofundi ne- 
tws oft fex,rex he ſhould hane ſayd, and ſohaue made 
true latine, but che ſpirable odor & peſtilent ſteame 
aſcending from it,put him out of his bias of congrui- 
ty,6c as true as the trueſt latin of Priſcie» would have 
queazened kim, like the dampe that rooke both = 
| | a 
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and Baram away,and many 2 woorthy man that day, 
it hee had not beene proteted vnder the Popes ca- 
nopy,and the other Cardinalles with theyr holi-wa- 
ter ſprinkles, quenchthis foggy fume and evapora- 
ting. About and aboyt the inward and baſe court 
they circumdutted him, with Kiriehfon and Hallelniah, 
lad the chaunters in their golden copes and white | 
ſirpleſſes,chaunted it out aboue gloriaparrs,in pray- 
fing of him, the Organs playde, the Ordonance at 
the Caſtle of Saint Anre/95 went off, and all windin« 
{truments blew as loude as the winde in winter, in 
his paſlado to che Popes ordinary or dining cham« 
ber, where having ſette him downe, vppon their fa*+ 
ces they fell flatre,and licke euery one his cll of dull, 
in douking on all foure vnto him. 

The bufie epitaſtz of the commedy was, when the 
diſhes were vncouered, and the ſwarthrurter ſowre 
tookeyre, for then hee made ſuch an ayre, as Alcides 
him(ſclte thar clenſed the ſtables of Ages nor any 
hoſtler was ableto endure. 

Thais 18 once, the Pope it popt vnder boord, and 
out of his pallace worſe it ſcared him then Neptwnes 
Phocaſes, that ſcard the horſes of Hippoltns, or the 
harpies I-p#ers dogges ſent to vexe Phinens,the Car- 
diaalles were at their ora pro nobis, and held this ſuffo- 
cation a meete ſufferance for ſo contemning the king 
of fiſhes and his ſubiefts, and fleſhly ſurferting in 
their carniualles. Negromantick ſorcery,negroman- 
ticke ſorcerie, ſome euill ſpirit of an heretique it is, 
which thus moleſteth his Apoſtoliqueſhip. The fri- 
ars and munkes caterwawled from the abbots and 
priorstothe nongices, wherfore ranquamin circo, wee 
willtrownſc him in acircle, and make him tell what 
Lanterneman,or groome of Hecates cloſe ſtoole hee 
is, that thus nefar:zouſly and PEINGEY propha- 
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ning & penetrates our holy fathers noſtrils, what | 
needes there any more ambages , the ringoll or rin= 
ged circle was compalt and chalkt out,and the king 
of fiſhes by the name of the king of fiſhes, coniured 
toappearein the center of it, but ſara cantant ab/ur- 
di, fine ſurdum gncantant fratres ſordids , hee wasa king 
abſolute,and would not be atcucry mans cal, & if fri- 
er Pendelaand his fellowes had any thing to fay te 
| him,inhis admiral court of the ſea,let them ſeek him, 
' and neitherin Hull, Hell,nor Halifax. 
| _ They ſeeing thatbytheyr charmes and ſpels they 
could ſpell nothing of him, fell to amore charitable 
ſuppoſe, that it might bee the diſtreſſed foule of 
ſome king that was drownd, who being long in Pur- 
atorie,and not relecued by the praiers of the church, 
Fad leauc in that diſguiſed forme, to haue egreſle 
and regreſlc to Rome, tocrauctheyr beneuolence of 
dirges, trentals, and ſo foorth, to helpe him.on- 
ward on his iourney to Limbo parram or Elfmm, and 
becauſe they would nor eaſily belecue what tortures 
in Purgatory hee had ſuſtained , vnleſſe they were 
eyc-mwitneſles of them, hee thought to repreſentrs 
allcheyr fences the image and 7dea of his combuſtion 
and broyling there, and thc horrible ftinch of his fins 
| TINTED both vnder his frying and broyling 
on the coles in the Popes kitchin , &the intollerable 
finel or ſtink he ſent forth vnder either. Una voce in 
this ſpleneto Pope Yiguas they ran, andcraued that 
this king of fiſhes might firſt have Chrſtian buriall, 
i that hee might haue maſles ſung for him, and 
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laſt,that for a faint hee would canonize him. Altheſe 
hee graunted,to beg ridde of his filthy redolence,and 


his chiefe casket wherein he put all bis iewelles, hee 
'made the coffin of his encloſure, and for his enſain» 
ting,looke the Almanack in the beginning of Apr mM 
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and ſee if yon can finde our ſuch a ſaint as faint Gi- 
darde, winch in honour of this guilded fiſh the Pope 
ſo enſainted: northere hee relfed and ſtopr, butin 
the mitigation ofthe very embers wheron he was 
ſindged, that after he was taken of them, fumed moſt 
fulſomly of his fatty droppings) hee ordained ember 
weekes in their memory, to be faſted cuerlaſtingly. 
I had well nic forgora fpeciall poynt of my Ro. 
miſh hiſtory, & that 18 how Madam Celina Cormficia, 
one of the curioſe(t curtizans of Rome, when the 
fame of the king of hiſhes was canon-rored in her 
cates, hee ſent all hic 1ewellstothe iewiſh lumbacde 
ro pawne,to buy and encaptiue him to her trenchour, 
but her purueyour came a day after the faire, & as he 
came,fo hee farde,for not a "fan ofhim but the cobs 
of the two Herrings the Fiſherman had eaten remais 
ned ofhim,and thoſe Cobbes, rather than hee woulde 
go home wythaſſecucleſle anſwer, he bought at the 
rate of foureſcore ducats (they were rich cobbes you 
muſt rate them ) and of them all cobbing countrey 
chuffes which make their bellies and their bagges 
theyr Gods are called riche Cobbes . Euery manne 
will not clappe hands eo this tale, the Norwichers 
inprimis, who ay, the firſt guilding of Herrings 
was deduct from them: and after this guiſe they 
tune' the accent of theyr ſpeech , how that when Ca- 
ſtor was Norwich ( a Towne twoo mile beyond this 
Norwich, that is termed to this day Norwich Caſtor, 
and hauing monuments ofa caſtle in it enuironing fif- 
ty acres of ground, and ringbolts in the walles whereto 
ſhips were faſtned) our Norwich now vpon her legys 
was 2' poote fiſher towne z, and the ſea ſpawled and 
fpringed vp to her common tayres in Confur ſtreete, 
All this may paſſe inthe Queenes peace ,, and no 
mi ſay boto it: but bawwaw'quoth Bagſhay to-that

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which drawlacheth behinde,of the firſt raking of her- ' 
rings there,andcurrying and guylding them amongſt 
the, wherot if they could whiſper tovs any ſimple lke= 
lihood, or rawbond carcaſle of reaſon, morethan their 
1naginary dreame of Guilding crolle in theyr pariſh 
of S. Sauiours (now ſtumpt vp by the rootes ) ſona- 
1ed, asthey would haucit, of the ſmoaky guilding of 
errings there farſt inuented, I could wel havcallowed 
f,but they muſt bring better cardes ere they winne

As goodatoy tomocke an ape was it of hym that 
ſhewed a country fellow the red ſea, where all the red 
Herrings were wade (as ſome places in the ſea where 
the ſunne 13 molt tranſpercing , and beates wyth his 
rayes feruenteſt, will looke as red as blood: ) and the 
iealt ofa Schollerin Cambridge, that ſtanding ang- 
ling on the towne bridge there,as the country people 
on the market day paſled by, ſecretly bayred his hook 
wyth ared Herring wyth a bell about the necke, and | 
ſo conueying it intothe water that no manperceiued 
tall on the fodayn,when he had acompetent throng 
eathered about hym, vp he twicht it agayne,and layd 
it openly before them , wherecat the gaping rurall 
foolcs, driven into no leſſe admiration than the com- 
mon people about Londs ſome few yeares ſince were 
at the bubbling of Moore-ditch,ſware by their chri- 
ſtendomes that as many dayes and ycercs as they had 
lived, rhey neuer awe ſuch a myracle of ared herrin 
taken in the freſh-water before. That greedy ſeagull
